coat with 
kerosene all stagnant, 
standing water, and you will get

If you have a playing fountain put 
little fish, like m inows or goldfish 
in the water, and they will eat the 
m osquito larvae. 
If you have a sluggish brook or 
a stagnant pond near your house, 
spray kerosene or coal oil on the 
surface. 
This makes it im possi­ 
ble for the ‘‘w igglers” to breathe 
when they come to the surface and 
they die.

get rid of them.
